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Applicant's arguments filed 9/19/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that the reasonable interpretation of the combination of 
Lebel and Smith is a system that turns the sensor and transmitter on at the same time, 
rather than turning the sensor on for only a first period and then the transmitter on for 
only a second period, as claimed. It is the examiner's position that the point of turning 
each of the sensor and transmitter on for a short period when needed in Lebel and 
Smith is to minimize power consumption. Turning both the sensor and transmitter on at 
the same time would use more power than necessary, as the transmitter would be ob 
when it did not need to be and so would the sensor. Therefore, it is the examiner's 
position that one skilled in the art would recognize that in the combination, the sensor 
would be turned on and then the transmitter, to minimize the power consumption. 
Alternatively, there are only two possible ways to implement the system, simultaneously 
turning the sensor and transmitter on, or turning them on sequentially. Hence, under 
the rationale provided by the Supreme Court in KSR, it would have been obvious to try 
to energize the sensor and transmitter sequentially, as it is merely the selection of one 
of a finite number of options with a predictable result. Accordingly, it is the examiner's 
position that the combination meets the claim language and the rejection will be 
maintained.
